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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant argues that the combined 
teachings of "HTML" and Anand disclose a type of search that matches infomiation in a key phrase field and in each of a plurality of 
column headings. The Examiner does not agree. Anand discloses that the present invention uses the database query language known as 
SQL, specifically using the SQL Join query (column 6, lines 49-59; column 19. lines 5-25). In at least the SQL Join query, these queries 
contain column headings from which a search is made. Therefore, a "query" as shown in Anand is an SQL query and is applied as such. 
Also, as shown in the previous Office Action, Anand discloses sending column data from the client to the server (column 2, line 64-colum 
3, line 8). Anand also further discloses using keywords in queries (column 1 , lines 40-67, specifically lines 49-52) Therefore, in view of the 
teachings of Anand and the motivations for combining references as previously put forth, the combined teachings of "HTML" and Anand 
do disclose claims 1. 3-16, 20- and 36-38. 
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
